They had their system of caste, Foreign voyage was 
interdicted. Great in their island-home, they thought that contact with foreign 
nations would be an abomination and it was forbidden. Japan was 
Jargely impregnated with the civilization of China, and the exclusiveness of 
the Celestials had coloured the ideals of the Japanese. There is also reason 
to believe that in some remote period of ancient history, the memory of which 
does not endure, a wave of iwmigration from India touched the shores of Ja 
Apart from the teachings of Buddhism, which however might have been 
imparted by Chinese Missionaries, some of the gods of the Hindu pantheon 
had become objects of worship in Japan. India’s caste system is a relic of an 
ancient and time-worn institution which did admirable service in the past in 
strengthening the cause of law and order in the early stages of human eiviliza 
tion, when the maintenance of order was the first and foremost concern of the 
leaders of society. The Japanese, however, have outlived their caste-system 
and have discarded the remains of feudal institutions.
